REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE ON 
s “ TRUSTS.” 

The fina! report of the Sub-Commitice ap- 
pointed.by the Standing Committee on Trusts 
regarding meat was issued on Saturday. 

The Sub-Committee reports that it is eatisfied 
that there is no “ring” or combination,. or 
other organisation affecting the prices of Eng- 
lish, Scotch, and Canadian bacon detrimentally 
te the retailer or consumer. It was not con- 
cerned as to whether there was, or was not, a 
trust among the packers in the United States as 
recards their home trade, but the evidence 
given tends to show that free competation for 
the export trade to this country ruled both 
between the “ Big Five” and the independents, 
and .between the firms composing the “ Big 
Five.” There was no sign of any common 
action between the agents of the American 
packers in the United Kingdom. As regards 
the eale of Danish, Irish, and Dutch bacon, it 
was admitted that there were in London and the 
South an association of agents, and another of 
wholesalers, working to protect each other's 
interests by the maintenance of a rule that 
agents must only sell to wholesalers and certain 
large retailers, and that wholesalers must only. 
buy from agents. That ulation was en- 
forced by a system of boycott, but they did not 
find that the result h to keep prices 
higher than they otherwise would have been. 

were assured that in the rest of the 
United Kingdom all bacon might be sold by 
importers or their agents to wholesalers, or to 
retailers, as they pleased. Although m the 
English bacon trade the curers might sell direct 
to the retailers, and in districts outside London 
and the South importers might sell either to 
wholesalers or retailers, the Sub-Committee were 
not, convinced that, with the constitution of the 
retail ‘trade such as it was, the abolition of the 
sequence of agent, wholesaler, retailer, where 
it -existed, would be either acticable or 
economical. So long as the policy of free im- 
porte of bacon from all sources was maintained, 
they were eatisfied that the ordinary processe« 
of competition would make it im le to 
create either a general monopoly embracing all 
kinds of bacon, or. a partial monopoly of a par- 
ticular kind of bacon of such a character that 
the prices, either of all kinds or of some kinds 
of bacon, could controlled in the interesia 
of the producer or importer.
